At the Hendricks Club’s attem ) 1 demon- 
‘stration at Entertainment Hall on last Satur - 
day night, Mr. Robert H. Kerk We was 
called upon to deliver a n upon 
Thomas Jefferson, in the absence of Gov. 
Palmer of Illinois, made a rémark Which has 
been considerably discussed in political cir- 
cles, and which Mr. Kern now comes forward 
and says is being misconstrued. In speaking 
of Jefferson’s career, he said that when Jef- 
ferson became Governor of Virginia he did his 
duty, andin this respect was not like the av- 
erage Governor of the présent time, who sat 
in the Governor’s chair and dreamed of a seat 
in the United States Senate. 

This remark was taken by all the members 
of the association present to be a direct blow 
at Gov. Francis, who is not on the friendliest 
terms with the association, and directing 
their gaze upon the avowed candidate for the 
Senate who sat in a box the crowd applauded 
vigorously. The construction placed upon 
the remark was palpable and as Mr. Kern did 
not attempt to correct it, the natural vre - 
sumption was that be was not misunderstood. 
Mr. Kern, however, says that if the audience 
thought that he was giving Missouri’s Gov- 


ernor a side thrust they were very much mis- 
taken. To-day Mr. Kern made the following 
statement for publication: 

In your issue of yesterday some politician 
is accredited with saying that I criticised Gov. 
Francis in my speech Saturday night because 
Ihad to putup $1,600 as my share of the No- 
land defaication, and that this was done be- 
cause the Governor had neglected to do his 
duty in examining the accounts monthly. Al- 
low me tosay that whatI said in that speech 
was that Jefferson was one Governor of 
Virginia; that in this, asin all offices, he did 
his duty withoutthinking it would lead to 
some higher offics, and in this respect he was 
unlike the average Governor of the nineteenth 
century who sat in the Governor's chair and 
dreamed of a seat in the Senate. I am at a 
loss to know —— either Gov. Francis’ friends 
or enemies should apply this remark to him- 
self. Months ago I was told he was not and 
would not be a candidate for the Senate, 
and I have seen and heard 
nothing to cause me to believe 
to the contrary up to this time. In my short 
life I have seen many Governors try to be Sen- 
ators, and it was to this class of officials that 
Ireferred without singling out or intending 
any specialone. The relationships between 
Gov. Francis and myself have always been 
pleasant and so far as I know are now. Ido 
not belong to that class of persons whom he 
has disappointed in any respect. As Mayor I 
asked himto make two appointments, one 
of which he made, and the other he could not 
andI thought nothing of it. As Governor, 
beyond asking the appointment of one or two 
persons as notary I have asked no favors. In 
both of his races, thatis for Mayor and Gov- 
ernor, Isupported him, publiciy canvassing 
forhim, But the application of this 8 
to Governor Francis is on a footing with th 
statement made to me that I signed Noland’s 
bond as an anti-Francis measure—that I 
attended the meeting of the pbondsmen 
as an anti-Francis measure. It would be 
just as consistent to say that if I atarteda 
yellow dog across the bridge it would be an 
anti-Francis measure. If it be truethat Gov. 
Francis is not a candidate for the Senate then 
Itailto see why any one should be torturing 
my remark to a reflection upon his official ca- 
reer. Up to this time when I have feilt 
like attacking the public career of any official 
Ihave had the courage to do 80 directly. 

As to the statement that I had put up $1,600 
on account of Noland’s defalcation, allow me 
to say that up to this time I have not put up a 
cent. If this lover of che party who accredits 
me with such motives asjappear in your paper 
had been at the first meeting of the bondsmen 
before the defalcation was knowa, he would 
have found that I put up 31, 250, about one 
twenty-fifth of the liability on the bond with- 
out knowing there was such a law 
as he refers to, and without asking 
whether Gov. Franeis had or had 
notdone his duty. This movement failed, 
but not because of my fault. Ihave looked 
into the matter carefully and do not consider 
Governor Francis’ action in the least respon- 
sible in any wayfor Noland’s defaication. 
And I trust the time will come when a citizen 
can make aspeech ina general way without 
being heid as making a personal attack upon 
any epecial individual.’’ 


He Will Not Run. 


Several days ago it was announced in the 
PoOST-DISPATCH that Chairman James L. Car- 
lisle of the Democratic Central Committee had 
received a letter from ex-Senator George 
Castleman, who is now in San Antonio, Tex., 


saying that he was not desirous of making 
the race for Congress in the Ninth District 
again. As Mr. Castleman was counted on to 
accept,this letter was somewhat of a surprise, 
but as he did not positively decline to be 
considered a candidate, Mr. Carlisie ard 
Mr. Castleman's friends genefally thought 
that he might still be induced to run. To-day, 
however, Attorney Castieman Webb, who is 
Mr. Castieman’s nephew, received a letter 
from his uncie in which he states positively 
that under no circumstances will he bea can- 
didate, and he desires his friends to be 
apprised of/his determination. With Mr. 
Castlemac pat, the contest for the Democratic 
nomination will probably be between George 
W. Alien and Robert H. Kern.

CARLISTS JUBILANT. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE VIOLENT DEM- 
ONSTRATION AT VALENCIA. 


Don Carlos’ Agents at Work in the Bosque 
Provinces—The, German Papers Praise 
Chancellor Von Caprivi“ Speech—Herr 
Reichard and Explorer Stanley—Presi- 
dent Carnot at Aix-les-Bains. 


LONDON, April 16.—The Carlists congratu- 
late themselves for having forced the hand of 
the Republicans in Spain by creating the 
emeute in Valencia and attracting the atten- 
tion of the Government to the Liberals there. 
Don Carlos, it is well known, has agents 
at work in the Basque provinces, 
where his principal strength lies, 
preparing his partisans for a speedy uprising 
there, but the French authorities have shown 
themselves unusually vigilant upon the fron- 
tier and several attemptsto introduce arms 
and ammunition into the frontier provinces 
have simply resulted in the loss of the ma: 
terial. Still, the scenes of violence at Val- 
encia have partially served their purpose in 
furnishing the Clerical party with an 
excuse for appealing to all conservative peo- 
ple against the assaults of the irreligious fev- 
olutionists who are bent on overthrowing the 
Government and the church as well. Not- 
withstanding rumors to the contrary, Don 
Carios and his son Jaime are still at Gratze, 
Austria, but the correspondents there are in 
a constant tremor of anxiety lest their royal 
oharges should give them the slip. 


Germany. 


BERLIN, April 16.—All the papers publish 
comments on the speech mace by Chancellor 
von Caprivi at the opening of the Prussian 
Diet yesterday. Tne Vossische Zeitung says 


that despite the Chancellor’s protest that the 
beginning of a new era is not to be expected, 
the elimination of party strife from the in- 
heritance upon which he has entered 
appears to be the beginning of a new 
era. No party, the paper says, will oppose 
the Government on matters of principle. 
Tne Deutsche Tagblatt says tnat Chancelior von 
Caprivi’s unshakable confidence in a hopeful 
future for Prussia and the Empire proves that 
he is a worthy successor to the statesman 
whose last thought was of Kaiser und Reich. 
The Berliner Tageblatt and the Boersen Courier 
say that the speech contains the essential 


points of the Government’s programme and 


that it gives the key to the cause of Prince

Contradictory Reports Regarding the Safety 
of a Lake Vessel. 


CuicaGo, III., April 16.—Arumor was cur- 
rent yesterday thatthe steamer City of New 
York, grain laden for below, which left Chi- 
cago with the schooners Sunrise and John B. 


Merrill, also with grain for Buffalo, bad 
foundered, and that nothing was known of the 
crew offifteen souls. She was very deeply 
loaded. Thisfact was remarked upon when 
she passed through the harbor on her way 
out, and in the conversations yesterday par- 
ticular stress was inid upon it. Last evening 
the whole disaster theory was exploded, 
unless indeed it occurred since 
Monday morning, and tat is not at 
all likely. Capt. John Prindiville received a 
dispatch saying that the City of New York had 
been in Manitowoc since the storm and leit 
there Monday morning with hertow for Buf- 
falo. A dispatch received by the Chicago 
Lumber Co,, the owners of the steamer, said 
she had sprung a leak but that could hardly 
be or she would not have pursued her course 
without going into dry dock. Last night Capt. 
Stine of the Goodrich steamer Muskegon said 
he saw the New York leave Manitowoc Mon- 
day morning. Itseems that she weathered 
the blow under Twin River Pointand after- 
ward went into ManitoWoc, leaving as 
stated,so that unless it occurred since Monday 
there 1s nothing inthe reported foundering. 

The Tribune this morning, in ite shipping 
news, reports the City of New York as having 
passed Mackinaw at 12:40 p. m. yesterday. 

THE STEAMER SAFE. 

The steamer City of New York which was re- 
ported to have foundered off Manitowoc is 
safe. One of her owners received a dispatch 
from her Captain this morning announcing 
thatfact.

RESIDENCE PLACES. 


Activity in the Demand and Sale of Prop- 
erty Between Eighteenth and Twentieth 
Streets, Lucas Place and Market &treet— 
The Highest Price West of Union Av- 
enue, Paid Yesterday. 


There were not very many real estate sales 
perfected to-day, but negotiations were brisk, 
the indications being. that several pending 
transactions of much more than ordinary in- 
terest will be closed In a few days. A good 
deal of inquiry about the new Union Depot 
site is now gding the rounds, for the penetrat- 
ing speculator who makes a business of finding 
out what is going to be has not yet made up 
his mind whether the depot will be built near 
Twelfth street or farther west, bet wéen Eigh- 
teenth and Twenty-second. A majority seem

Difference of Opinion as to the Wisdom of 
Holding a Convention This Year—Pians 
Under Discussion for Substantially Aid- 
ing the Home Rule Mevement—To- 
Night’s Meeting. »¢

Mr. John Fitzgerald, President of the Irish 
National League of America, called the Exeo- 
utive Committee to order this morning in 
room 22 at the Lindell Hotel. The delegates 
present were Rev. Dr. O'Reilly, Treasurer; 
John P. Sutton, Secretary; Patrick Mar- 
tin, Third Vice-President ; Hubert 
Cassidy, Delaware; John F. Arm - 
strong, Georgia; Dah Corkey, Illinois; 
Michael J. Burns, Indiana; Rev. Jas. Foley, 
Iowa; Hon. J. W. Fitzgerald, Kansas; John F. 
Morris, Maryland; O’Brien Atkinson, Mich- 
igan; Dr. Thomas O’Rellly, Missouri; P. O. 
Cassidy, Nebraska; Jer. J. O'Connor, 
New York; Wm. J. Gleason, Ohio; 
P. J. Flannigan, Tennessee; John ]. 
O'Connor, Texas; Rev. J. Flannery, 
Ontario; Chas. McCarron, Quebec, and H. J. 
Cloran, Manitoba. In addition to the above 
State delegates, Henry Cassidy of Delaware 
and Hon. Jas. Kilidea of Nashviile, Tenn., 
were present as invited guests. 


The President explained the absence of Mr. 


Timothy Maroney of New Orleans, the dele- 
gate from Louisiana. Mr. Maroney had at- 
tended every convention and important meet- 


ing of the league, and had always been a 
sterling patrlot and an undaunted friend of 
the cause. He arrived in St. Louis yesterday 
and registered at the Southern Hotel, but had 
since received a telegram which made it im- 
possible for him to assist them with his coun- 
sel and advice. The telegram announced the 
death of Mr. Maroney’s father at Dallas. Tex. 
and all they could do was to express their 
hearty sympathy with their friend and col- 
league in trouble. 

The delegates at once decided to call on 
Mr. Maroney in a body prior to his departure 
South in order to carry outin the most forci- 
ble manner possible the President’s sugges- 
tion. 

The proceedings atthe meeting were quite 
informal. In the absence of some of the 
delegates who cannot arrive till this evening, 
no busipess was transacted andthe meeting 
lapsed into a conference as to the propriety of 

HOLDING A CONVENTION 
this year. Tne officers of the committee 
rather favored holding a convention. The 
last Nationa! Convention was held at Chicago 
in August, 1886, with Judge James W. Fitz- 
gerald, then of Cincinnati but now of St. 
Mary's, Kan., inthechair. It was generally 
admitted that tbe influence 2 that 177 
was exceedingly good and it was argued that 
in the present condition of affairs a similar 
i to that imparted in 1886 would be 


very ‘ 

A majority of the State delegates, however, 
took another view and were in favor of not 
holding a convention at all this year. oy 
based their argument on the fact that Nr. 
Parnell and the other leading Home Rule 
leaders were opposed to aconvention being 
called at present. Just now public sympathy 
in Great Britain generally is clearly with the 
Irish cause, and it would be well to let 
matters rest. If a convention were held there 
would be some severe reflections on English 
brutality and, as in the past, exaggerated and 
misleading reports of the speeches would be 
cabled to the London papers. This would en- 
able the Tory party to get up another scare, 
and there would be false cries of ‘‘danger’’ 
and ‘‘dynamite’’ raised. Nothing would be 
more injurious to the Irish cause, 
for it would serve as an ex- 
cuse with half-hearted supporters to 
desert them, and would deprive the Home 
Rule party of votes at a most critical moment. 
Mr. Parnell was on the battle fleld and ought 
to Know what was 

BEST FOR THE CAUSE. 

The advocates of a convention did not dis- 
pute Mr. Parnell's ability to decide what was 
the best course to adopt, nor did they dispute 
thattbe holding of a convention just now 
might be in some respects injurious to the 
Irish cause. They, however, though it would 
be advisable to comply with tha con- 
stitution of the League and hold a convention 
in the summer or early fall. Thore was no 
possibility of home rule being granted this 
year, and funds were urgently needed for the 
assistance of evicted tenants and for further- 
ing the movement generally. It was argued 
tnat Mr. Parnell’s opposition was merely 
based on the assumption that it was proposed 
to hold a convention this spring, while the 
British Parliament was sitting, and while im- 
portant Irish legislation was pending. 

There seemed to be a general opinion that 
Parliament would be dissolved at a very early 
date and that funds would be needed for the 
prosecution of an active political campaign. 
No vote was taken on the question of a con- 
vention, and a general conversation 

financial nature took piace. 
every delegate was able 
promise substantial ald from 
his district, and the feeling of enthusiasm 
was very strong. Even delegates from States 
in which the Irish popniation is small report- 
ed a strong feeling of sympathy, and there is 
little doubt that a very large sum will be sent 
across the Atlantic this fall to help the Irish 
as “Kage whether the convention is held or 
not. 
The conference concluded at about midday, 
and the delegates paid the visit above referred 
to Mr. Maroney at the Southern Hotel. That 
gentleman explained to his colleagues his re- 
gretat being compelled for the first time to 
miss a meeting of the committee. He had tele- 
graphed to Dallas to have the funeral 
of his father postponed, but the physician had 
decided that sucha course was out of the 
question, and he was compeédlied therefore to 
proceed to Dallas to-day. 

The conference met again at 2:30 this after- 
noon and resumed the consideration of mat- 
ters to be dealt with at the meeting this even- 
lng and tu-morrow. There haying been no 
further arrival of delegates, no formal action 
‘of any Kind was taken. 

THIS ZVENING’S RECEPTION. 

An an early hour this morning the sub-com- 
mittee on decorations commenced beautifying 
the Entertainment Hall. Banvers with ap- 
propriate mottoes are being unfurled and dis- 
played, and by this evening the hall will have 
a distinctly Irish aspect. The reception will 
be a very brilliant affair, and as there will be no 
charge of admission a great crowd is sure to 
be present. The delegates will be escorted 
to tbe Exposition building by a guard 
of honor, consisting of the Woit Tone 
Rifles, headed by the St. Bridget’s Band. 
Boxes have been reserved for delegates who 
have brought ladies with them, and another 
box is set aside for officers of the St. Louis 
branch ofthe Fanny Parnell League. There 
will be speeches by Mayor Noonan, Mr. 
O’Neil Ryan, chairman of the local commit- 
tee; President John Fitzgerald, Treasurer 
U’Reiliy of Detroit, Dr Thomas O'Reilly of 
St. Louis, and many other prominent mem- 
bers of the League. There will also be a 
choice musical programme, in which the 
Christian Brothers’ Band will be prominent, 
and there will be several Irish songs by the 
best talent Prof. Moore has been able to pro- 
cure, 

The actual business of the annual meeting 
will be transacted to-morrow when the ques- 
tion of the to-be-or-not-to-be of the conven- 
tion will be finally settled. Officers will also 
be chosen for the ensuing year and definite 
plans will be settied for the raising of funds. 

' VIEWS OF DELEGATES. 

Several visiting delegates were questioned 
ay a Post- DISPATCH reporter as to their views 
of the situation, and all were agreed as to the 
excellent prospects of an early solution of all 
difficulties by the granting of home rule. 
Judge Fitzgerald of St. Mary's, Kan., said 
that in his new home he did not find the same 
enthusiasm that existed in Onto, but the 
feeling of the people was almost unanimously 
in favor of Ireland having a Parliament of its 
own. For two years there had been no crops 
and then last year en there was a crop 
nothing could be got for it; hence, much pe- 
cuplary assistance coul scarcely be ex- 
pected, but the hearts of his neighbors were 
all in the right place. 

Mr. Jonn P. Sutton, Secretary of the League, 
expresses himselfas delighted with the prog- 
reas made by the Home Rule party. He is one 
of the strongest advocates of a eonvention,

The Indianapolis Carpenters’ Strike. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 16.—The carpen- 
ters’ strike is on in earnest to-day. 
Yesterday, the inaugurating day, there 
were reasons for believing that an 


agreement would be speedily reached 
by which the men would return to 
work, but to-day employer and employe are 
working in directly opposite directions, and 
the Indications are fair for a long bitter Oght. 
The situation is changed by the meeting the 
contractors held last night, at which 
resolutions were passed offering 27% 
cents per hour, as standard price, for 
the best workmen from now until November 
1 next, and nine hours’ work and the same 
wages until April 1, with eight hours’ work. 
No attention whatever was paid by the 
contractors to the journeymen’s request that 
a committee be appointed to confer with the 
Union’s Committee. After signing the agree- 
ment the contractors unanimously decided 
not to take any further notice of the strike and 
to not hoid another meeting until April 29. 
The journeymgn will not consider the propo- 
sition of the bosses. They say they will not 
accept anything less than the demand of 
January 20. . 

The determination to bt it out on this 
line if it takes all summe is strung. The 
men have encouragement in their stand from 
all organized buliding trades in Indianapolis. 
and from the National Federation of Labor. 
There is already a fund of $10,0000n hand to 
support the movement, and it was announced 
this morning that the Federation of 
Trades would furnish any amount of 
financial backing needed. The organized 
bricklayers of the city are ready to quit work 
any time if it 16 found that such a 
move is necessary to strengthen the 
carpenters’ case.

THE IDAHO CONSTITUTION. 

By a vote of 129 to 1—which is 36 less 
than a constitutional quorum or majority 
of the whole membership—the House of 
Representatives passed the bill admitting 
the ‘‘rotten borough’”’ of Idaho as a State, 
witha constitution which disfranchises 
all persons who are members ofa church 
or society teaching certain specified doc- 
trines on the subject of marriage or deny- 
ing that State law is ‘supreme in Idaho. 

All other American constitutions guar- 
antee equal civil and political rights to 
men of every church and men of every 
belief, political or religious. All other 
American constitutions provide that men 
shall be disfranchised and be incapaci- 
tated for public office and jury service 
only when convicted of infamous crime 
by a jury and by due process cf law. 
But here is aState Constitution approved 
as ‘‘republican’’ by the dominant party 
in Congress, which puts Mormons who do 
not practice polygamy and cannot be 
convicted of any crime except member- 
ship in a certain religious sect, on the 
same basis as convicted felons. 

It sets up a certain religious connection 
as a test to deprive men of the right to 
vote and hold office. This not only dis- 
franchises a man for his own errors of 
opinion but for the errors of opinion and 
the crimes of ‘others. He may obey the 
laws, be true and loyal to one wife, and 
loathe in his heart the polygamous policy 
of his Mormon brethren, but he must 
stand as a convicted criminal under the 
law of his State, and be disfranchised for 
their crimes if he does not withdraw from 
their church. 

The Inquisition set out to extirpate her- 
esy by punishing men for refusing to re- 
cant their personal opinions. But here 
is a whole church membership convicted 
without allowing individual members a 
hearing, and all of them disfranchised 
and branded as outlaws for the. heresies 
and crimes of their priesthood. 

There should be no forbearance shown 
to the crime of polygamy. But this 
method of fighting it assails the most 
sacred muniments of civil and religious 
liberty, and may be more destructive to 
them than to the Mormon superstition.

THROUGH the disgraceful absenteeism 
or the equally disgraceful stupidity of the 
three St. Louis Congressmen the place of 
holding court in the Eighth Judicial Cir- 
cuit came near being changed from this 
city to Kansas City. When the bill defin- 
ing the jurisdiction of the United States 
Courts was reported to the House yester- 
day by the Judiciary Committee Repre- 
sentative TARSNEY, who was alert and 
primed for the oceasion, with the permis- 
sion of thechairmanof the committee, 
asked unanimous consent to substitute 
Kansas City for St. Louisas the court 
place of the Eighth Circuit. Congressman 
HatTcH, who has no local interest in St. 
Louis, objected just in time to save St. 
Louis from a humiliating defeat at the 
hands of Kansas City. Representatives 
FRANK, NIEDRINGHAUS and KINSSEx, the 
accidental trio, were either away or were 
in such a condition of dazed ignorance of 
the proceedings that they could not object 
to the defeat of their own city.

Tue Democratic victories in Ohio and 
Iowa last fall were followed up by some- 
thing like a tidal wave of Democratic vic- 
tory in the spring municipal elections all 
over the country. Now to all this is added 
the startling announcement that Rhode 
Island after allis to have a Democratic 
Legislature, Democratic State officers and 
n Democratic United States Senator to 
succeed ALDRICH. The verification of this 
announcement will make HARRISON feel 
as Macbeth felt when he found that Bir- 
nam Wood had come to Dunsinane. If 
something is not done to check this reac- 
tion before the fall elections the adminis- 
tration may prepare to hear more abuse 
from its own party next winter than any 
of its predecessors ever had to bear. If 
BLAINE does not quickly step in and save 
him HARRISON will be truly an object of 
pity for the next two years.

This au- 
thority of the Federal Courts has always 
been exerted without ‘‘paralyzing the 
State Courts,’’ and there is nothing new 
or alarming in the Neagle decision on 
that point. e

Vice-President Stone’s Retirement—A Depot 
Controversy in Court. 


Cnicado, II., Aprit 16.—Considerable sur- 
prise was caused by the announcement, as tel - 
egraphed yesterday, that H. B, Stone, Second 
Vioe- President uf the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Rallway Co., had resigned. Mr. Stone 
has been the principal executive officer of the 
company ever since the resignation of the 
late Thomas J. Potter.

Undismayed by these facts Mr, 
Stone set to work to repair the losses the 
company had sustained. How weil be suc- 


eceded was shown inthe last annual report. 
Notonly was the debt wiped out, but there 
was enough surplus at the end of 1889 to pay a 
dividend of 5 per cent and the statements for 
January, February and March of this year 
show that the improvement is still going on, 
The company is as well off to-day, financially, 
in spite of frequent rate wars, as it was when 
the strike was first inaugurated. Such being 
his record, it appears rather strange that Mr. 
Stone should now resign. especially as it has 
been the general impression that he wogid 
ultimately succeed Mr. Perkins as President 
of the company. It is explained, however, 
that Mr. Stone’s resignation is entirely volun- 
tary, and that he made the change only be- 
cause he had an opportunity to materially 
better his condition financially.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—On Friday 
next the taking of evidence in support of the 
charges made against Supervising Architect 
Windrim, growing out of the location of the 
Springfield public building site, will be re- 
sumed before the Senate committee. There 
is little question but that the second location 
had been agreed upon iong before the re- 
ported ‘‘poker party’’ made its trip. The 
prosecution in the case, It is learned, is not so 


anxious to make a damaging character for 
Bome one in the premises as 


it is to manu- 
facture and secure a lot of evidence before the 
committee which will lead that body to 
make a report against the manner and method 
of selection of the second site. With this 
evidence and the committee’s adverse report 
action will then be taken in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, with a view of 
compelling the Government to accept the 
original location which was contracted for. 
Judge Baker, ex-attorney for the San Fran- 
cisco Railroad, is here as consulting attorney 
in the case, and he bolds that the mandamus 
proceedings will hold if there is enough to 
commence upon. The prosecution intend 
pushing the matter to the bitter end, and 
it is said that the Hollands, Mr. Peel 
and others who are probably in the vicinity of 
the site originally selected, are being assessed 
to pay the expenses of conducting the fight. 
It has already costa great deal ot money. If 
the Government is forced to take the original 
selection the contributors to the contest may 
be benefited by the advance in their real es- 
tate, but the chances are now thatthe whole 
matter will be thrown out of the committee. 
Plenty of testimony can be had against 
the alleged poker game. The bill 
which apropriates $50,009 for the build- 
ing on the new site, which has 


been put through the House by Congressman 
Wade, is nowin the Senate, whereit awaits 
the action of the Windrim committee. Senator 
Vest, who is onthe Investigating Committee, 
will support the appropriation.

The Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Just as the 
tariff bill was to be reported to the house, the 
Republican members again changed their 
minds and at 11 o’clock this morning com- 
pletely changed two of the most important 
items. 

Again hides have been placed on the free 

list, and so has sugar; but in the latter case 
the committee has adopted a provision look- 
ing to the payment of a bounty of 2 cents a 
pound on the domestic product. These 
changes have been communicated to the 
Democratic minority members, and as cor- 
rections are necessary in the report, these 
documents, itis said, will be delayed in their 
presentation to the House late this afternoon. 
It is understood that the sugar men have little 
confidence in the continuity of the bounty, 
ang they therefore protested against the 
change. 
The duty on sugars above and including 16 
Dutch standard, itis saia, is fixed at2-5o0fa 
centa pound. Grades belowthat are to be 
admitted free. This satisfies neither the sug ar 
cane nor beet sugaf production States. 


The Tariff Bill Reported. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—The reports 
of the majority and minority of the Ways and 
Means Committee on the tariff bill were 
presented to the House this afternoon. 


The majority report begins witha statement 
of the financial situation and estimates that 
the surplus atthe end of the present fiscal 
year will be $92,000,000 and deducting the sum 
required to make paymentson the sinking 
fund the net surplus of receipts over expendl- 
tures will be $43,678,883. The estimated sur- 
plus of the next fiscal year will be $43,569,522, 
which, with the amount of cash now 
on hand and available (reaching $90,000,000) 
will justify a reduction of the revenue in the 
sum contemplated by the bill reported of 
$60,936,736, and probably more, from customs, 
and say $10,327,878 from internal revenue or a 
total of $71,264,414. The majority report says: 
‘*The exact effect upon the revenues of the 
Government of the proposed bili is difficult of 
ascertainment. That there will be a substan- 
tial reduction, as we will show, admits of no 
doubt. It is not believed that the increase 
of duties upon wools and woolen goods and 
upon glassware will haye the effect of in- 
creasing the revenues. That would, of 
course, foliow, if the importations of the 
last fiscal vear were hereafter to be main- 
tained, which, however, is altogether impro- 
bable. The resuit will be that importa- 
tions will be decreased and, therefore, the 
amount of revenue collected from these 
sources will be diminished. In every case of 
increased duty except that Imposed upon tin 
plate (which does not go into effect 
until July 1, 1891) and upon liner fabrics, the 
effect will be to reduce rather than enlarge 
the revenues, because importations will 
fall off. It was the aim of the 
committee to ix the duties upon that class of 
manufactured farm products which can be 
be supplied at home, so asto discourage the 
use of like foreign goods and products and 
secure to our own people and our own pro- 
ducers tne home market, believing that com- 
petition among ourselves will secure reason- 
abie prices to consumers inthe future as it 
has invariably done in the vast.“ 

Weseek by the increased duties recom- 
mended not onlip to maintain but 
to enlarge our own manu- 
facturing plants and check those sup- 
plies from abroad which can be profitably 
produced athome. The general policy of the 
bill is to foster and promote American pro- 
ducts and diversification of American indus- 
try. We have not been s0 much concerned 
about the prices of the articles we consume as 
we have been to encourage a system of home 
production that shall give fair remuner- 
ation to domestic producers and fair wages to 
American workmen and by increased produc- 
tion and home competition insure fair prices 
to consumers.’’ 

The committee admits that free trade or re- 
venue duties would temporarily diminish 
prices, but argue that it would be at the ex- 
pense of the domestic products, 
which would be displaced, and then prices 
would again advance and the country be left 
at the mercy of foreign syndicates and manu- 
facturers. The report says: 

“Cheaper products from abroad to the 
American consumers mean cheaper labor at 
home and lower rates to the domestic pro- 
ducer with no benefits to the consumer. 

„Neither condition would prove a biessing 
to the United States. That country is the less 
prosperous where low prices and low wages 
prevail. One of thechief complaints now 
prevalent among our farmers is that they can 
get no prices for the crops at all commen- 
surate to the labor and capital invested 
in the production. Those who differ 
from us must believe that even further agri- 
cultural depression is desirable, for 
no other consequence can result from 
their economic theories. They advocate cheap 
prices as the chief object of the industrial 
policy they commend to the country. This 
means permanently low prices for agri- 
cultural products as well as for man- 
factured goods. This bill ig framed in the 
interest ofthe people ol the United States. 
It is for the better defense of Amer- 
loan homes and American industries. Am ple 
revenues for the wants of the Government 
are provided by this bill, and every reason- 
able encouragement is given to productive 
enterprises and to the labor employed 
therein. The committee believe that inas- 
much as nearly $400,000,000 are annually re- 
quired to meet the expenses of the Government 
it is wisest to tax these foreign 
products which seek a market here in compe* 
tition with our own than totax our domestic 
products or the non-competing foreign prod- 
ucts. The committee responding, as it believes 
to the sentiment of the country and the 
recommendations of the President, submit 
what they consider to be a just and 
equitable révision of the tariff, which, while 
3133 that measure of protection which 
8 required for our industrial independence 
will secure a reduction of the revenue both 
from customs and internal revenue sources.

Charles Gibson Receives His Third Cross 
From Foreign Potentates. 


BERLIN, April 16 —Emperor William has con- 
ferred the first-class decoration ofthe Royal 
Order of the Crown upon Mr. Charies Gibson, 
an attorney of St. Louls, Mo. 

The announcement of the new honor be- 
stowed upon Mr. Charies Gibson of this city 
adds but another to the list of for- 
eign distinctions awarded that gentie- 
man by European monarchies. Mr. Gibson 
was born in the State of Virginia and his 
parents emigrated at an early age to Missour!. 
The educational advantages offered by the 
State during his youth were slight, but he 
availed himself of them totheir fullest ex- 
tent. In 1844, at the age of 19, he 
came to 8. Louls, entering the law 
office of Tiffany & Sharp as an office boy. 
He soon mastered the law and obtained a 
lucrative practice. His first case, which in- 
volved. -international affairs, was that of 
Counts Gonsalve and Montesquieu, French 
noblemen, whose pardon for the crime of 
murder he secured, and was presented with a 
valuable diamond ring asasouvenir. In 1858 
he appeared forthe King of Austria in a case 
against the Prussian consul, and gained it, in 
recognition of which he received two hand- 
some porcelain vases from that potentate. In 
1881 he was employed in the Bechtolsheim 
case, in which the German-Austrain Consul 
was prosecuted for embezzlement. Mr. Gib- 
son was unsuccessful, but In recognition of 
his efforts he was decorated witha Prussian 
order. In 1884 he was instrumental in raising 
a fund for the spfferers from the floods on the 
Rhine, and was again decorated.

AN APPEAL FOR CLEMENCY. 


Military Deserters Ask That Their Offense 


N Be Pardoned by the President. 
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_\  £firmation of 


The exposure of the abuses at Jefferson 
Barracks, which led to many desertions, has 
led to the subject of the punishment of de- 
serters being carefully considered at the War 
Department, and Secretary Proctor and Adit. 
Gen. Kelton have decidedly favored an am- 
nesty to deserters who have not been appre- 
hended. The number of these is counted 
by the thousands, and in many 


cases great hardsnip is the result of the 
terror and anxiety incident to the 
fear arrest for what was in 

any cases a youthful indiscretion. 

he Secretary of War and the 

Adjutant-General have taken pains to ascer- 
tain the feeling prevalling among regimental 
and company commandersin relationto the 
effects of ‘prociaiminga general amnesty to 
deserters, and the replies received have gen- 
erally been that such a prociamation would 
be subversive ofthe discipline ofthe army. 
As a proof among many of the bardships and 
practical injustice occasionally worked by the 
present system, the following letter addressed 
to the Post-DISPATH may serve as an in- 
stance: 

**A recent article in the Army and Navy Jour- 
mal stated that the Secretary of War had found 
out the ‘majority of army officers’ were op- 
posed to an amnesty proclamation—but no 
reason was stated. 

Judging from the fact that several courts- 
martial are now in session for the trial of offi- 
cers for abusing enlistec men, it is but natural 
that many officers should be opposed to any 
act of the War Department that might tend to 
make them a McCalla or Steele. 

**Since Secretary Proctor, Maj.-Gen. Scho- 
field and Gen. Kelton have been at the head of 
their respective departments the armyis 50 
per cent better to-day thanit was before, 
and perhaps hundreds of desertera would 
never have left the army had this change 
taken place during their service as enlisted 
men, because now itis possible for a soldier 
to obtain justice—before he could not, 

There are to-day deserters throughout this 
country—in all walks of life—who are trying 
to lead honorable lives—many are married— 
with families to provide for, and would it 
giaddenthe hearts of the ‘majority of army 
officers’ to have such men taken away from 
their homes and sent to prison, leaving their 
loved ones to suffer—witbout support—for 
from two to five years? It seems impossibie 
that any one could wish this. Gen. Kelton, 
the present Adjutant-General of the army, has 
stated that he favoreda pardonto deserters, 
and surelv no officer is better able to judge of 
this matter than Gen. Kelton. 

If the proclamation is not issued, would the 
President pardon any deserter who could give 
positive proofthat he was a man of family, 
leading an honorable life? The sad unhappy 
thought that some day we may be appre- 
hended and taken away from those we love ig 
— greatest punishment that God could in-

The Wires of the Elevated Road Exptcted to 
Injure the Telephone Service. 


The Bell Telephone Co. views with alarm 
the spread of the overhead wire electric mo- 
tor s}stem among the street railway compa- 
nies ofthe city. Both the yellow and blue 
nes ot the Lindell Railway companies are 
operated in the western section of the city by 


the motor, and work is now under way 
to run both lines from end to 
end with the new system. The 


Union Depot lines, Benton and Bellefontaine, 
Mound City, Market Street and Forest Park 
roads have begun work with the same end in 
view. Asis generally known, it takes a pow- 
erful current to run a railway, and as the 
wires cannot be insulated the lines of the tele- 
phone company and the telegraph compan les 
are bound to be affected to a considerable ex- 
tent by induction. Another and a greater 


danger lies in the probability of the 
wires becoming crossed. In such an 
event the telephone service would 


suffer greatly, notto speak of the danger to 
life and property. 

A telephone company attache speaking to a 
Post- r reporter said: ‘‘We bad a 
high old time when the Missouri Co. turned 
on its alley lights, and although that concern 
has changed many of its wires and in this way 
did away with many of the

The Viaduct Rapid t Road schem 
Hillten’s Ludicrous Cl of Services to 
Gen. Grant in the Latter’s First Presi- 
dential  Campaign—The New York 
‘*‘World’s’’ Exposures—Charles de Hal- 
ford Carr’s Story. 


NEw Tonk. April 16.—The WorLb yesterday 
published its continuation of the Stewart- 
Hilton story as follows: 

When the Tweéd ring was at the height of 
ite prosperity the splendid project of the Via- 
duct Rapid Transit road was launched. Hiiton 
was exceegingly close to Tweed and Sweeney 
andthe other leaders. Stewart was a great 
property-owner and a great mérchant, and 
his approval and co-operation were of prime 
importance. As long as the ‘‘Merchant 
Prince’’ lived he fought every scheme looking 
to the building of a street-car line on 
Broadway, and defeated project after 
project looking to that end. He was the 
largest individual property-owner on the 
great street and believed that the parallel 
iron raile would depreciate real estate values 
on it. Ninety per cent of the other owners 
had supreme confidence in his judgment and 
their consent to the car line could never be 
obtained. At this time Stewart’s name was a 
| tower of strength to any enterprise. To Hil- 

ton was assigned thetask of interesting him 
in. the viaduct line. Tweed and Sweeney saw 
untold millions in its construction after 
the fashion of the new Court-house. A 
dazzling picture of the great advantages 
the road would bring to the city was 
held up to the eyes af Mr. Stewart. 
Hilton eloquentiy dwelt on the vast revenues 
it would yield to its stockholders, who would 
be held in everlasting honor for their splen- 
did enterprise. Mr. Stewart was captivated 
by the project and pledged himself to take 
something like $100,000 worth of the stock. 
Other eminent merchants, bankers and cap- 
italists promised their support. A meeting 
was held, directors were elected and Henry 
Hiiton was chosen President of the board. 
Hilton used ali the $100,000 in fitting up the of- 
fices, and when the Tweed ring broke up the 
project fell through. 
ANOTHER CHANCE FOR THE JUDGE. 

A. I. Stewart had asincere admiration for 
Gen. Grant, and when the movement was 
started to bring him forward as a candidate 
for the presidency no one was more active in 
itthan the mercbant millionaire. This was 
another chance for the Judge to strut and 
swell and run things. There were confer- 
ences and consultations with leading states- 
men and politicians, merchants and capital- 
ists, eminent lawyers and bankers. There 
were dinners and receptions, public 
meetings and private ones in counting 
rooms and club parlors, correspondence witb 
strong and powerful men all over the Union, 
The great object in view was to ee all 
differences of opinion and weld together a 
strong party in support of the victor of Ap- 
pomattox. At first the Democracy thought 
of putting him in nomination. It was argued 
that he never had voted the tepublican 
ticket in his life; that he was an old Demo- 
crat. Within the highest councils of the 
Republican party there was a strong op- 
position to the conqueror of the Rebellion. 
Jay Cooke was then one of the great 
autocrats of the world of finance. 
Salmon . Chase dad helped him 
to amass an imperial fortune out of the 
sale of bonds of the Government, and to de- 
come the greatest banker in the entire Union. 
Cooke was opposed to Grant, and hundreds of 
national bankers in all parts of the country 
followed where he led. His candidate was 
Chaséf/whom he knew so well and who trusted 
him so fully. Chase was the father of the na- 
tional banks and of the greeubacks, the vol- 
ume of which was then so large that whispers 
of repudiation began to be heard. Horaee 
Greeley was alive and at the head of the 
Tribune. He, too, was for Chase, and not for 
Grunt, whom he was deriding as a ‘‘sashed 
and girdied sphinz.’’ ; 

No man contributed more than Stewart in 
turning the tide in favor of Grant in thie city. 
He gave a great dinner party to Gen. Grant at 
the Fifth avenue palace, at which were the 
foremost men of thecity. It was the first 
time that many of them nad met the first sol- 
dier ofthe republic. The guests of Mr. Stew- 
art on that occasion were dazzied by a golden 
dinner service, such as few men under the 
rank of royalty: ever possessed. About 
that dinner service there will be some- 
thing to say later on. Then followed a 
great mass meeting infavorof Grant at the 
Cooper Union. Stewart had been the main- 
spring of the affair, and he was so confident 
that he would be chosen to preside that he 
asked in advance his confidential cashier, 
Mr. Hopkins, if he would act as one of the 
secretaries, which the newspapers of the 
time show that he did. In all this Grant 
business Hilton was the mere messenger and 
clerk of Stewart. 

And here we have another illustration of 
the extraorainary fatality that has attended 
everything that the once powerful merchant 
possessed. Since Hilton’s marvelous absorp- 
tion of the Stewart millions to him and not 
to his great benefactur has been given the sole 
credit for having been instrumental in ele- 
vating Grant tothe presidency, Only a few 
days ago this sentence occurred in a com- 
plimentary newspaper sketch of the‘‘Judge:’’ 

In 1868 he worked hard for the election of 
Gen. Grant to the Presidency.’’ 

Yes, but it was as the paid servant of Stew- 
art. Hilton in all bis life never ‘‘worked’’ 
for anybody unless he was well rewarded for 
his services. Who was Hilton at this time

The strange revelations the New York 
WOELD is making concerning the intimate re- 
lations existing between A. T. Stewart, the 
merchant prince, and his attorney, Henry 


Hilton, have recalled the dashing career of 
Charles de Haford Carr, a handsome and 
brilliant young man, who lived here for a 
while during the sixties and tolda story which 
connected him with Stewart, Hilton and a 
beautiful but frail woman, Natalie Dumar. It 
was the story of the arrest in New York of Mr. 
George Knapp, then one of the proprietors of 
the Missouri Republican, 

Charles de Hafard Carr was a tall, splendid 
looking fellow who talked vieasantiy, a grand 
horseman, musical and very agreeable. He 
was related to the Biows, ahd wus made 
cashier ofthe firm of Charless & Blow, then 
the largest wholesale drug house in the city. 
He went in good society and was qulte a 
favorite, but there was something in his dis- 
position which seemed to make a quiet, evena 
polite life, grow tiresome to him, so with 
what money he could scrape together and 
with what hecould borrow from the Blows, he 
took the residence of Gen. Harvey, on Fourth 
street near Walnut, and transferred it iutoa 
house of resort which he called Maison Doree. 
There was a fine bar, a hand- 
some parlor, billiard room, res- 
taurant, poker rooms, roulette, rouge 
et noir and of course a faro bank. 
It was a magnificent establishment, and when 
it was opened Carr gave a press dinner, a 
grand spread. When the dinner was nearly 
over a Republican reporter found occasion to 
say to Carr that he would be glad at any time 
to do him what favors he could. Carr replied 
that it would he impossibie to do him any in 
the Republican, because he had indirectly 
caused the arrest of George Knapp, who was 
detained in jail for thirty-six hours. He then 
related the incident, and said that old A. T. 
Stewart had in New York a very beautiful 
woman named Natalie Dumar, with whom his 
relations were not absolutely proper. Carr 
met her. They liked esel otber, and ran 
away to Europe. He sold his interest in the 
firm of Carr, Belden & Taylor, and she took 
from old Stewart a number of jeweils and a 
large amount of money. They lived together in 
Paris for several months, and then Carr grew 
jealous of her. One night he cut off her hair, 
and as she began criminal 21 agalnst 
him for her disfigurement he fled France and 
returned to this country. A Republican corre- 
spondent heard the story and sent it out here 
to his =: It was printed and sent to New 
York, but none of the New York papers dared 
to publish it. Hilton at once brought suit for 
Ste wartfagainst the Republican for $100,000jdam- 
ages. oon alter George Knapp went to New 
York, and when he arrived there be was ar- 
rested and thrown into prison. He could not 
be released except under bond for the full 
amount of the damages claimed and be 
could not give that bond because be was not 
permitted to communicate with any friend 
nor to see any judge authorized to take bail. 
He had been quietiy taken from bis hotel at 10 
o’clock-at nixhtand locked up forthe pur- 
pose of extorting aretraction from him. Hl 
ton visited bim in jail, and finding no other 
way out of jail he consented to sign and pub- 
lish aretraction which had been prepared. 
It was telegraphed to the Republican, but did 
not appear until the second morning after- 
wards. When it was published it was tele- 
graphed to New York and Mr. Knapp was re- 
leased from jail and the proceedings dropped. 
This is the story Carr told in explaining why 
no favors could be done him in the Republican, 
and itis thought to explain in part why Hu- 
ton had such a bold on the Merchant 
Prince. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


The Anniversary of the Honored Dead Ob- 
served at Springfield, III. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., April 16.—Springfiela did 
justice to the memory of its honored dead 
yesterday in observing the anniversary of the 
death of Abrahay Lincoln. Every flag in the 
city was draped at half mast, and every busi- 
ness house, and almostevery residence bore 
emblems of patriotic mourning. Pictures of 
Lincoln bordered in black were seen on all 
sides, and small busts and statuettes were in 


almost every window. A corps of ladies spent 
the day decorating the Lincoln monument 
and literally covered it with evergreens. The 
sarcophagus was buried beneath a mass of 
flowers and silken fiags. The city was full of 
visitors and the streets were thronged with 
crowds, all business having been suspended 
forthe day. Special trains came in from St. 
Louis and Belleville, bringing 600 Turners and 
400 Grand Army veterans. In the 
afternoon there was a street par- 
rade in which 2,000 persons took part. 
Prominent in the proceésion was a wagon 
bearing two army tents made of black canvas 
and placed one behind the other. In the space 
between the two tents sat a beautiful urp 
made of white carnation pinks, the gift of 
Lincoln Park of Chicago. There were aiso 
displayed elegant floral offerings from the 
Governors of Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Massachusetts, and the sides of the tents 
were covered with smaller floral offerings 
from various Woman’s Rellef Corps in 
the State. Four bands, several hundred 
Grand Army men, two companies ofthe 
National Guard, sons of Veterans, Woman’s 
Relief Corps, the Turners and several other 
erganizations were in line. Among the mu- 
sical organizations in the line was the Arsenal 
Band of St. Louis. Among the veterans were: 
Lyon Post, 300 men, and Hecker Post of Belle- 
ville, 78. The St. Louls Turners numbered 
400 men, with the Concordia Drum Corps at 
their head. Col, Henry Braum of st. Louis 
commanded the division of the Turners and 
Col. Jacob M. Gruen the St. Louis the 
Grand Army division. 

The procession ended atthe Lincoln monu- 
ment in Oak Ridge Cemetery, where the exer- 
cises were held. 

Addresses were delivered by Maj. James 4. 
Connelly, Judge Matheny and Rev. T. W. 
Henderson (colored) of this city, and Hon. 
Hugo Muench of St. Louis, representing the 
Turnverein. Mr. Muench said that the his. 
tory of the world presents no mightier type of 
man than Abraham Lincoin. Endowed with 
the highest gifts of statesmanship, oratory 
and human wisdom, yet be never assumed to 
rise above his own source—the level of Ameri- 
can citizenship, The American pveopie owe to 
the memory of Abraham Lincoln a debt of 
gratitude which they never can repay. Refer- 
ring to the part the Turners’ took in sup. 
pressing the rebellion, tr. Muench said tney 
were loyalto aman, and from the first they 
rallied to the support of their adopted coun- 
try. They had been familiar with human 
despotism in their old country, and om com- 
ing to this land of the free, and secing human 
beings in chains, they at once became abol- 
itionista, ready to fight for human freedom. 
Had it not been for the support of the Turn- 
ers and other foreign-born citizens, the 
speaker thought it donbtful if Lincoin had 
ever been elected President and the rebellion 
suppressed.

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A CLAMOR AGAINST THE OUTRAGEOUS 
METHOD OF ASSESSING PROPERTY: 


Ne One Can Escape the Taxgatherer— 
Mauy Unable te Pay Either Rent or Taxes 
—Professional Men Special Victims—The 
Right of Appeal Against Unjust Valua- 
tion Denied. \ 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

New York, April 16.—Writing under date 
of April 10, a Herald correspondent at Havana 
says: 

There is the usual clamor here just now 
against the prevailing outrageous method of 
assessing property. Real estate and personal 
property are often assessed at more than 100 
per cent and no one can escape the tax gath- 
As the value of land has greatly de- 
preciated, many are unable to pay either rent 
or taxes. Professional men, too, find it very 
hard to satisfy the tax gatherer. Professional 
men and men in business are assessed as 
a body and not as individuals, and in this 
‘way the authorities are able in a measure 
to control the several professions and 
trades. This explains why there are 
no American commercial houses here. 
Moreover, taxes once imposed will not be re- 
duced, no matter what legal steps may be 
taken. When taxes are due a notice that they 
must be paid by a certain day appears in the 
official Garette. If they are not paid then a 
large fine is imposed, and if they are not paid 
within afew days tne property is seized. I 
know one case where the tax-gatherer fol- 
lowed a sick creditor into a friend’s house and 
by threats compelled the friend to pay the 
taxes due. In the American Consulate here 
there records of similar cases in which Amer- 
lean citizens have appealed for protection 
against these extortiouers. One case is that 
ot an unfortunate dentist, whose taxes for one 
year amounted to $620. The furniture in his 
house was seized, but was found to be the 
property of an Englishman, who appealed to 
the courts for protection. After spending 
much money he won the case. The tax- 
gatherer, however, ignored the proceedings, 


and attempted to 
SEIZB THE FURNITURE AGAIN. 


The doors were closed against him and a 
second appeal being made, violent actions 
suspended forthe present. The annual as- 
sessments amount to between $25,000,000 and 
$26,000,000, and yet only half this amount is 
collected.

Gundlach, 
Assistant Clerk; Adam Niebert, Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and Frank Pfeifer, Page. The last 
three named had no opposition, the Demo- 
cratic members making nominations only for 
the first two places. 

When the organization was complete Mr.

Mr. Ganahl introduced a bill already familiar 
to the Assembiy, authorizing H. H. Merrick,

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THE GEN. LEE STATUE, 


A RUMPUS OVER THE INVITATION TO TRE 
NEW YORK REGIMENT. 


Statements of the Officers of the Seventh 
Regiment—No Intention of &lighting the 
Offer of Southern Hospitality—Other 
Engagements Prevent the Acceptance of 
the Richmend Invitation. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsr Aron. 

NEW YORK, April 16.—As stated in dis- 
patches from Richmond, Va., yesterday the 
people of that city are exercised over compli- 
Cations growing out of the issuing of an invi- 
tation to the Seventh Regiment of New York 
to participate in the ceremonies at the un- 
veiling of the statue of Lee in Richmond on 
April 29. A report that the Seventh Regiment 
has not recelved the invitation in the frater- 
nal spirit in which it was tendered seems to 
be the cause of the trouble. Gen. John R. 
Cook and Maj. Norman V. Randolph are re- 
ported as declaring that they did not care 
whether the Seventh Regiment atcepted the 
invitat‘on or not, that they would be hos- 
pitably received if they came, but that Rich- 
mond people could not understand why the 
Seventh Regiment shoulg ask for an invita- 
tion if they had no intention of accepting it. 
This whole matter is a tempest in a ten- 
pot. Col. Appleton of the Seventh Regiment 
Said to a reporter yesterday. ‘‘It is all non- 
sense to wave the bloody shirt and attempt to 
make a sensation out ofthis matter. The in- 
vitation for the regiment has cometo me 
within twenty-four hours. It will not be pos- 
sible to accept it, as we parade here on Me- 
morial Day, and the célebration at Richmond 
is one day previous. I shall write a cour- 
teous note acknowledging the invitation and 
giving the reason why we cannot accept it, 
expressing our regretsin the most cordial 
terms. The statement that the invitation was 
solicited is erroneous. It may be true that 
some of our members nowin Richmond have 
ied the committee to think that the regiment 
would accept an invitation, but, if so, they 
acted without the authority or knowlédge of 
the regiment.’’ 

WON’T DISCUSS THE MATTER. 
It there were no conflicting engagements 
to keeep you from going to Richmond?’’ 
as the reporter, would there be any reason 
for not accepting the invitation!“ 

**‘IT really cannot discuss the matter other 
than to give you the facts. The matter will 
not come before the regiment for discussion, 
it being impossiple for us to go any way. I 
merely replied for the regiment, stating that 
fact,as I do in hundreds of cases every month 
I presume many of our men would be glad of 
the opportunity to make the trip.“ 

**I cannot see any reason for making this a 


matter for agitation,’’ said Lieut.-Col, Smith, 
‘*I see no impropriety in the Invitation. Other 
Northern reziments have visited the South 
since the war.’’ 

But not on a trip of just this character?“ 

The unveliing of a statue to the leader of 
the Confederacy? No, But it is notin that 
ht we should look at it. Gen. Lee was a 
man of high character and a good man, aside 
from bis military exploits. The whole South 
reveres him as a great and good Ameri- 
can. We met the Viruinia regiments 

town and shook them bythe hand 
and hurrahed with them beneath a common 
flag. They ask us to fraternize with them 
again. Aschance has arranged it we cannot 
accept, for we certainly could not be 
absent from our own parade on the 
30th. Even if the return trip could be 
made in twelve hours, the journey and the 
marching for two days in succession would be 
very fatiguing, and few of our members 
would care to voluntarily undertake it. I was 
with the Seventh when it erossed the Poto- 
mac in 1861, and I havea brother buried if 
Louisiana and another brother who lost his 
health in the war, but I don’t see that that 
should make mea crank on the subject of the 
war, now that the war has been over this 
quarter of a century. The Seventh is a regi- 
ment for the whole country, North, South, 
East and West. 

Other officers also said that the failure of 
the Seventh to visit Richmond on April 29, 
would not be due to sectional feeling. Lieut. 
Harry C. Duval, said: ‘*No, there is no taik 
in the regiment about the impropriety of 
helping to dedicate a monument to Gen. Lee 
as the Confederate leader. We are not dis- 
turbed about that, and there is not a man or 
an officerin the whole regiment who partici- 
pates in that bloody shirt feeling. 


THE VIRGINIA NEGROES, 


Politics Has Been a Great Hindrance to 
Their Progress.

Ghastly Humor—The Story 
of the Threats—Mrs. Eotts Says She Has 
Reached the Bottom of the Mystery—She 
Alleges Her Daughter Has Been Secretly 
Married, N 


Maggie May Botts isa pretty girl, and though 
but 162 years oid, can count seven young men 
who have proffered their purses and affec- 
tions. She is not furnished with many graces 
beyond her pretty face, but that has been 
enough to attract the seven. She lives on the 
second floor of the house, 218 Haven street, 
Carondelet, with her widowed mother and 
brothers. _Recently she has acquired some 
notoriety through the receipt of some threat- 
ening letters, 

Several weeks ago a letter was found at the 
foot of the stairway leading from the second 
floor of the building to the porch below. She 
was threatened with death if she disclosed 
A secret. The paper on which the threat was 
Printed was dirty, the characters were not 
well formed and the spelling was poor. The 
girl said she had no secret enemies and said 
she could not tellfrom whom the lettér had 
come. A few days later the following letter 
was received in a similar manner: 

Miss MaGGcir BoTTs—As has been announced to 
you severai days ago that your life was in danger and 
that on the 15th inst. you would be killed, you seem 
to take much pleasure in giving the matteraway to 
the press. Now, I want you to meet me at Caronde- | 
let Park Sunday night at midnight. A failure in doin 
this will make matters worse for you, If you wi 
meet me here alone you will know ail. 

It was printed in lead pence as was the 
other, and was as the other had been, given to 
the press by Mrs. E. V. Botts, the girl's 
mother. After the receipt of the second iet- 
ter Mrs. Botts went to see Police Capt. Boyd, 
and took Maggie with her. The interview 
was * 

BRIEF AND UNSATISFACTORY. 

The Captain undertook the exumination of 
the girl believing she knew where the letters 
were from, but Mrs. Botts interrupted the 
examination so often and prevented the Cap- 
tain from obtaining answers to important 
questions so continuously that he refused to 
have anything to do with the case. 

On Saturday another letter was re- 
ceived. Inthe meantime Mrs. Botts had as- 
cribed the authorship of the letters to a young 
man employed on the St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southern Railway. She saia that he 
and her daughter had met clandestinely, and 
the ‘‘secret’’ referred to in the letters was 
some fact concerning their relations. A POST- 
DISPATCH reporter taixed with the young 
man concerning the matter. He indignantly 
denied all knowledge of the letters and all 
intimate acquaintance with the girl. He had 
been introduced to her at the house ofa 
friend, and that was their only meeting he 
said. 

He went with the reporter to see Mrs. Botts, 
where in the presence ofthe girl, Maggie, he 
REPEATED THE DENIALS 
previously made. Mrs. Botts then said she 
believed that there had been clandestine 
meetings and also a secret marriage. Magzie 
and the young man laughed at this and said 

the notion was absurd. 

The interview was not calculated to increase 
Triendliness between Mrs. Botts and ber al- 
leged son-in-law, and in it there 
was no show of affection be- 
tween Maggie and the young man. 
On Saturday another letter was received from 
the mysterious correspondent. It was printed 
on soft paper in lead pencil. Miss Botts was 
warned to beware of April 15. Yesterday a

was addressed to Miss Mollie Botts,’’ 
the writing being supposably that ofa woman, 
who had had some business experience, It 
was mailed on April 14, in Carondelet, and 
was taken up inthe first morning collection. 
In this letter no reference was made to the 
15th or to the secret. 

Some weeks ago the mother of the young 
man received from an expressman,a box. 
On opening it she found a rag baby and 
an insulting message. In conversation 
with PosT-DISPATCH reporter Maggie 
Botts admitted that she had sent 
the box and rag baby forthe purpose of an- 
noying the woman who opposed her marriage 
to the young man. It was after this incident 
that the mysterious letters were received. 

Yesterday being April 15, the day the letter 
writer had said would be the giri’s last on 
earth, a reporter called on ber. She readily 
talked of the letters and her threatened fate; 
but did not seem in the least annoyed or dis- 
turbed. 

She said with asmiile, ‘‘This is my last day. 
I’m fearfully scared. Don’t Iiook it.“ 

Her mother, who was present, laughed over 
the matter. Shesaid: ‘‘Il don’t feel worried 
over the threats now. I know what the secret 
isthat she wastold notto tell. Maggie told 
her sister-in-law thatshe had been married 
secretiy, and afterwards whenI accused her 
of having been married she admitted it.’’ 

The reporter turnedto Maggie with the in- 
quiry: ‘‘Have you been married?’’ 

„„If lL have ldon’t know it,’’ she said. 

„She denies it now, but ashe admitted it to 
her brother’s wifeandto me. You Know you 
did.“ 

The girl did not answer but bent a hairpin 
into odd shapes and thrust the points through 
the folds of her dress.

NOW HE Is IN JAIL. 


Jehn Brennan Accused of Making a False 
Oath Concerning His Wife’s Death, 


John J. Brennan is now in jail, locked up on 
a warrant sworn out yesterday afternoon, 
charging him with the making of a voluntary 
false and corrupt oath. 
ness is Mrs. Mary Wonzer. 

On the morning of April8 Mrs. Lizzie Bren- 
nan, a young married woman, died under 
rather peculiar circumstances at Mrs. Won- 


ger’s doarding- house, 1504 Chestnut street. 
During the afternoon of the. 7th the woman 
had been feeling ill. The following morning an 
hour before daylight she suddenly passed 
away. Dr. Steer refused to issue burial cer- 
tificates and Deputy Cononer John Melis held 
an inquest. Hereturned a verdict of death 
from gastro-enieritis. 
Brennan was induced to ask Coroner Frank 
that a post mortem examination be made. 
Later he changed his mind and the 
interment was made. Afterwards interested 
parties persuaded Brennan to insist that the 
remains be exumed. Coroner Frank refused 
to take such a step unless a sufficient affidavit 
was presented. This affidavit was drawn up 
and paid for, Brennan doing the swearing. 
The affidavit charged that Mrs. Wonzer had 
given Mrs. Brennan two doses from a china 
cup. Mre. Wonger met her accuser in Dr. 
Frank’s private office and in the pres- 
ence of a number of reporters stated 
that all she had administered to 
the deceased was a cup of tea which the 
woman had called for and which she had 
laced on achair by the bed. Whether Mrs. 
— drank the tea or not she has no 
knowledge. 
Coroner Frank refused to take any further 
steps in the matter. Mrs. Wonzer considered 
that her good name had beed assailed, and 
accompanied by her attorney, Chas. P. Jonn- 
ston, she went yesterday afternoon before 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes and 
swore outa warrant againet Brennan. The 
paper was served a few minutes later and 
Brennan now occupies a cell in the Oity Jalil.

A Change of Army Organization Proposed 
That May Greatly Benefit This City— 
Likelihood of a Consolidatien of Military 
Divisions and the Establishment ef a 
Great Post in St. Louis. 


T present mill- 

tary men are 

watching with great 

interest the proposi- 

tion, which will prob- 

ably be brought be- 

fore Congress during 

the present session ,to 

rearrange the military 

divisions of the army. 

In this proposed 
change St. Louis is more deeply interested 
than any other city,and those who appreciate 
tne importance of the movement on foot are 
willing to give it their bearty support, as it 
will redound greatly to the benefit of this city 
if successfully carried into effect. At the 
present time the miiitary arrangements of the 
country are in rather an anomalous position, 

WHEN THE Y WAS REORGANIZED 

several years after the close of the war, three 
military divisions were established, each of 
which was to be commanded by a Major-Gen- 
eral. The fact that there were three officers 
of this rank led to this partition of the coun- 
try being made. The divisions were divided 
into departments, these latter being assigned 
to the brigadier-generals, who reported to the 
division commander, who in tarn reported to 
the General or Lieutenant-General, who had 
headquarters at Washington. This scheme 
worked very well as long as there was 
an officer higher in rank than a 
Major-General to take command of 
all the divisions, but with the 
retirement of Sherman and the death of Sher- 
idan the offices which they held disappeared 
and it became necessary to leave one division 
without a Major-General at its head. The 
senior Major-General is commander of the 
army as a whole, and there are three divis- 


fons, with but-two officers of that rank to 
command them. Since Sheridan’s death it 
has been necessary to assign a Brigadier 
General to the command of adivision, and 
this has led to no little l- feeling and jealousy. 
In addition to this there have not been 
brigadiers enough tofill the departments, and 
one has been under the command of a Colonel, 
as instanced in the case of Gen. Grierson, who 
as a Colonel commanded the department of 
Arizona. There bas been a strong movement 
in favor ofaitering this arrangement, which 
is now about to take definite form. 

THERE ARE THREE DIVISIONS, 
that of the Atlantic, including the defenses on 
the lakes on the Atiantic and gulf seaboard; 
thatof the Missouri, comprising the Missis- 
sipp! Valley and parts of the great basin, and 
that of the Pacific, including the Pacific coast 
and the department of Arizona. It is 
now proposed to consolidate two of 
these divisions, with a major-general 
in command of each. The general opinion 
among army officers is that the divisions of 
the Missouri! and the Pacific should be consol- 
idated. The division of the Atiantic is prin- 
cipally garrisoned byartiliery and the main 
questions are those of coast defense. The 
other two divisions are intimately connected 
with each other, and the fact that they have 
been under separate commands has fre- 
quently led to very serious complications. 80 
reat has been the inconvenience arising 
rom this state of affairs that several years 
ago the District of New Mexico 
was transferred from the division of 
Missouri to the Pacific, in which it 
stillremains. The proposal! is to consolidate 
thetwo Western divisions, leaving the coast 
detenses to the commander of the division of 
the Atiantic, 

IF THIS IS DONE 

the Department of the Missouri, of which St. 
Louis is to be the headquarters, will be in- 
creased by the addition of New Mexico, Ar!- 
zonaand Utah. In these districts there are a 
great number of small posts, which in the 
course of the next few years will be disestab- 
lished. The point to which the garrisons will 
be brought, should the consolidation of the 
divisions be effected, will be St. Louls, and at 
least two Infantry regiments will be stationed 
here. The policy of the Government has been to 
bring the troops together at some large city 
where the cost of maintenance will be small, 
and the men will be convenientiy located 
should any n occur. Chicago is to 
have a great post, rt Sheridan, to be garri- 
soned by troops drawn from the department 
of Dakota. Both Atlanta, Ga., and Little 
Rock, Ark., have large garrisons in their im- 
mediate neighborhood, while St. Louis has 
nothing but a recruiting station. Thereis a 
strong feeling in army cifcies that this city 
should be made the base of operations for the 
territory south of the Missouri, as 
Chicago will be for that north 
of that stream. If Congressional 
support can be secured this can be done tne 
more easily because of the fact that there is 
no large garrison in the Southwest. In- 
fluences are to be brought to bear on the Mis- 
sour! Congressmen to secure this, and if itis 
done St. Louis will become the most impor- 
tant military center in the country.

THE LINSEED OIL TRUST. 


A General Reorganization With a St. Louis 
Manufacturer at the Head. 


Mr. Alexander Euston, Vice-President of 
the Collier White Lead & Oil Co., Tenth and 
Clark avenue, has been elected President of 
the National Linseed Oil Co. of LIilinois. This 
company has been in existence for several 
years, its capital stock being $200,000, 
but it has now been reorganized 
on a much broader basis, and 


has taken in the National Linseed Oil Trust, 
which combination passes out of existence. 
The trustees of. the old organization were Mr. 
Euston, and Messrs. Hubbard and Willard of 
Minnesota, Close, Abbott and Simpson .of 
Iowa, Hall of Ililnois, Grove of Pennsylvania, 
and Woodman of Nebraska. These gentiemen 
from the board of the new company, which 
has Increased ite capital stock from ,000 to 
$18,000, 000 has bought up, or is 
the whole of 
corporations controlled 
old trust. The property involved 
includes forty-nine oll mills, forty large ele- 
vators and a line of tank cars. The principal 
linseed oil concerns in this city are the Collier 
White Lead & O11 Co., the 8t. Louis Lead & 
Oll Co. and the Robert B. Brown Oi Co. The 
last named did not belong to the trust and is 
unaffected by the purchase and transfer re- 
ferred to, butitis understood that both the 
Collier and she St. Louis companies are in- 
volved and that both are now part and parcel 
of the National company. 

The trust was formed three years ago, and 
at first made little progress and had but slight 
influence, but the trustees vered until 
the combine became national in power and 
extent, as well as in name. For some time its 
stock has been listed at New York, Boston, 
Philadeiphia and Chicago, and has been sell- 
ing at 44to46. Forty-seven was bid yester- 
day forthe stock in the new company, but 
none was on sale.

Over the Slanderous Reperts Seut Abroad 
Concerning St, Louis. 


The Compton Hill reservoir fake is a gen- 
eral topic of conversation in the olty, and 
the indignation at the way st. Louls has been 
misrepresented abroad is widespread. The 
first publication in à local morning par er 
concerning the leak in. the reservoir was un- 
warranted as the so-called leak has been there 
ever since 1877, and has never given the 
department any annoyance. Based on this 
publication calling attention to thé drippings, 
lying reports of an impending disaster, great 
apprehension, decreasing rents and wide- 
, spread alarm were sent out by special cor- 
respondents to papers in Chicage, Cincinnati 
and other large cities. 

The expose of this 
SYSTEM OF SLANDERING 
fora pittance made by the Posr-Disraron 
yesterday caused a great deal of indignation. 

This morning the matter was freely dis- 
cussed on ’Change, in the real estate offices, 
in the hotel lobbies, on the street cars, and in 
fact by business and professional men gener- 
ally. The condemnation is general, and no 
one can be found who will even hint at the 
possibility of extenuating circumstances. 

The statement thatrents are going down 
near the reservoir is especially condemned 
as being not only a falsehood, but the exact 


reverse of thetruth, for Compton Hill prop- 
erty isenjoying avery healthy boom,ana has 
been doing 80 ever since the cabling of the 
People’s Railroad. 

Speaking of the false reports Assistant City 
Counselor Chas. Broadhead said: ‘‘I have 
lived on Compton Hil! for a great many years 
and if there has been any excitement up 
there about the condition of the 
reservoir it has never attracted my 
attention. The telegrams sent to these papers 
are absolutely false and calculated to do the 
city harm. Ifa 8t. Loulsan sent these reports

Charles Scudder said: It is strange that 
anyone from St. Louls would send out such a 
false report as that which appeared in the 
Chicago and Cincinnati papers in relation to 
the Compton Hill reservoir.

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FPIDEMIC’S ORIGIN TRACED 
TOTHE “ROOF OF THE WORLD.” 


Central Asin Was the First Home of the 
Recent Malady—How It Got Its Start 
and the Reasons of Its Existence—V here 
It Has Been the Worst in’ Ita Ravages— 
Bernhardt’s Tiger Dies of It—Paris Chat.

= ARIS, March 30.—The 
Vai influenza has def 
} nitely taken its de- 
parture, for which 
Providence be praised. 
It has left behind it a 
number of disagree- 
able legacies, chief 
amongst which is a 
persistent-and wear- 
ing cold, attacking 
the head, the throat 
and the chest simul- 
taneously. Then some 
persons are afflleted with sties, others with 
bolisor with abscesses, and a good many 
with sharp attacks of rheumatism. I begin to 
think that we shall not really see the 
last ot the influenza till the warm 
weather of June makes its appearance, 
Now what was really the cause of it, and 
where did this gigantic and universal epi- 
demic take ita origin? One theory was that it 
had been brought about by the immense ag- 
giomeration of representatives of all nation- 
alities, and especially of the Asiatic and Afri- 
ean races, in Paris at the timeof the Univer- 
gal Exhibition. But that explanation, though 
plausible, cannot tor an instant be accepted. 
In the first place there haye been many Uni- 
versal Exhibition, in various partsof the civil- 
ized world, and never before had one 
of them called into being an epidemic. 6ec- 
ondly, were this theory correct, Paris itself 
would have been the first place attacked and 
would have been the nursery and the nucieus 
of the disease, while, as is well known, the 
influenza raged in Rusisa for weeks and 
wonths before making its appearance in 
France, This idea is almost as wild as that 
of the old French woman who declared that 
she knew very well what caused the influ- 
enza; it was the drugs that the managers of 
the Exhibition had put into the water in 
order to color the fountains at night with blue 
and green and red and yellow and purple 
hues. The water went back into the river 
and we all drank of it,’’ quoth she, ‘‘and that 
ie what has made us all ill.’’ Considering that 
the Drilliant tints of 
THE IILLUMINATED FOUNTAINS 
were produced by electric lights transmitted 
through colored glass, the process could 
hardly have been verv pernicious. 

The birthplace of the influenza was Central 
Asia. The vast and lofty plain of Pamir, 
called by the Oriental nations the Root of 
the World.“ used to be the starting point for 
the migration of the earlier races of mankind, 
end it is from thence now that come the great 
epidemics. Itsnowed heavily on the Root 
of the World’’ during the winter of 1888-89. 
Then ensued a rainy spring, and certain re- 
gions of Bokhara were converted into 


swamps. Assoon as a hole was dug inthe 
ground it became filled with water. The sta- 
tions of the great Central Railway of Asia had 
their cellars inundated, and the rallway 
tracks themselves were covered with shallow 
sheets of water, which soon were in their 
turn covered with a greenishscum. The in- 
habitants of Bokhara suffered terribly from a 
degree of cold almost unprecedented in their 
experience. Fuel is extremely scarce on the 
steppes of Asia, 
dear, sothe unfortunate people were com- 
pelied to stint themselves in provisions in 
order to buy wood. Ihe chill unhealthy 
spring found them weak and debilitated, and 
in no condition to support the 
annual fast of the Rhamadan. The 
observance of this fast left theirsystems in a 
state to readily receive the noxious Influences 
of the malaria that reigns constantly in that 
region. A number of Russians who had taken 
up their residence in Bokhara hastened. to re- 
turn to their nativeland on account Of the 
unhealthiness of the season, and one of them, 
a skilled physician, could trace the progress of 
the influenza along the line of the railway 
during the whole course of his journey, which 
lasted from September to December, 1889. 
Never was there a 
MORE CAPRICIOUS MALADY. 

It has been much less severe in those cities of 
the seaboard in England and in France that 
border on the Channel, while in the sunny 
climate of the Riviera, along the Mediterra- 
nean coast, its ravages were cxtensive, and 
the mortality caused by it became aiarming. 
It was most general in Paris, where fully two- 
thirds of the population were attacked Dy it, 
but was far less severe than it was in London, 
though comparatively few persons there suf- 
fered from it. It was at its worst in Madrid, 
where the winter climaté is notoriously 
the most rigorous lu Southern Europe, 
but it assumed quite as general and trying &@ 
form under the genial skies of Naples and of 
Rome. It took ali manners ofshapes. Some 
persons were attacked with violent cramps in 
the stomach, and otbers with prolonged 
-vyomitings. It assumed, in several instances, 
the form of an eruptive fever, leaving the suf- 
ferers in doubt as to whether they were not in 
for an attack of measies or of varioloid; gastri- 
tis and pneumonia were amongst its 
most fatal developments, but these 
were, fortunately, not in comparison 
with the vast number of cases. 
And the latest result of this visitation has 
been a marked decrease in the bills of mor- 
tality since it took ite departure. It has 
killed off quantities of invalids who were 
suffering from chronic and necessarily fatal 
diseases, such as heart disease or consump- 
tion, and also numbers of aged persons whose 
vitality was enfeebied by the lapse of years. 
All these, whose deaths would, under ordinary 
circumstances, have been spread ont 
through the entire winter, were swept 
off wholesale, to the great in- 
crease of death-rate 

the prevalence of the influenza, 

its proportionate diminution, thereafter. 
Even the animals and birds ot the Jardin 
des Plantes and the Jardin d Acclimitation 
have suffered from the all-pervading malady.
